1. Bureau received/the following from an informant employed 
by the Pittsburgh Press*' This man received a letter from. Johannes 
WERRES of Washington, tf. C. The letter stated in substance that 
WERKES had recently returned J^rom Germany. While in Germany, WERRES 
became acquainted with Walther\SEFFELDT. SEFFELDT is a soccer 
player of considerable ability and exper ience, and played in Spain 
during 1948-1949. While in Spain SEFFELDT spoke with subject who 
was then residing/ln the village of Sabodelfl. He was living under 
the name of Jos^vGARCIA and was engaged in Writing his memoirs
